HISTORICAL  STATF    .ENT. 

TIIK  chmrh  of  the  UnitiMi  Br-ethriMi  in  Christ  hml  its  or- 
igin (h)fin^  the  latter  half  of  the  eighteenth  eentnry  in 
a  revival  movement  that  spread  over  Kastern  Pennsyl- 
vania an<l  Maryland,  in  17(W.  Among  the  evangelists  in  this 
revival  were  Willian)  Otterhein,  a  minister  in  the  German 
Hefonned  chnrj-h,  and  Martin  Boehm,  a  minister  in  the  Men- 
nonite  church.  These  men  «)f  GcmI  hegan  their  revival  work 
without  the  one  having  any  knowledge  of  the  other  and  also 
without  any  thought  m  organizing  a  separate  denomination. 
Providence  hrotight  ihem  together  in  a  great  meeting,  and 
afterward  led  them  to  organize  their  converts  into  trlasses  for 
the  purpose  of  instructing  and  edifying  them.  After  a  i>ower- 
ful  sermon  by  Mr.  Boehm  at  one  of  their  tneetitigs,  Mr.  Otter- 
hein arose  and  threw  his  arms  around  Mr.  Boehm  and  sai<l, 
"we  are  brethren."  When  they  afterward  came  toorgam'zi*  a 
church,  the  memory  of  that  meeting  suggested  the  name. 
"United  Bkkthren  in  Christ."  This  organiz;ition  was  ei- 
fected  at  Frederick,  Maryland,  on  the2.")th  «»f  SeptemiMM-,  I8()0. 
(The  first  conference  w»is  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, in  17H9).  At  the  general  conference  held  at  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Pa.,  1815,  a  hook  of  Discipline  was  ado{>ted,  containing  the 
doctrine  and  rules  of  the  church,  the  Conference  desiring  that 
these,  together  with  the  Word  of  God,  should  l)e  strictly  ob- 
serv«'d,  and  admonishing  the  memh  'rship  in  the  following 
manner:  God  is  a  Gocl  of  oi*der;  but  where  there  is  no  order 
and  no  church  discipline,  the  spirit  of  love  and  charity  will 
be  lost.  Therefore,  brethren,  we  beseech  you  to  follow  the 
example  of  our  Lord,  as  it  is  written,  "Be  kindly  affectioned 
one  to  an«)ther  with  brotherly  love:  in  hcmor  preferring  one 
another."  Let  the  mind  \w  in  ytm  which  was  in  Christ,  who 
took  upon  hiu)  the  form  of  a  servant,  hund>led  himself,  and 
becaine  obe<iiejut  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the  cross,  that 
by  His  grace  we  may  submit  oui-selves  one  to  another  in  the 
fear  of  God  He  who  will  not  submit  is  in  want  of  humble 
l(»ve.  Jesus  said,  "Whosoever  (»f  you  will  be  the  chief- 
est,  shall  lie  servant  of  all."  By  this  shall  all  men 
know  that  ye  are  my  disciples  if  ye  have  love  one  to  another." 
He  that  loveth  not  his  brother  abideth  in  death."  I^et  us  walk 
in  newness  of  life,  that  the  prayers  of  our  L«»rd  may  be 
answered  in  us,  that  we  may  be  one  in  Him  and  that  He' may 
give  us  the  glory  which  He  gave  to  His  disciples,  that  we  may 
he  one  even  as  He  and  the  Father  are  one. 

Therefore.  Beloved  Brethren,  let  us  strive  to  be  like-min- 
ded, having  the  same  love,  being  of  one  acconl.  of  one  mind. 
I^et  no  one  speak  or  think  evil  of  his  brother,   but  pray   God 
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thnt  he  may  Kiant  us  His  Snii  it  and  an  t'arn»'«t  tU'siu-  to  KnuI 
a  truly  devott-d  life,  to  tlu  honor  and  glory  of  His  holy  name.

ARTICLE  IV.

ARTICLE  V.

We  believe  that  the  Holy  Bible,  Old  and  new  Ttistrtinent.

salvation;  that  every  true  christian  is  bound  to  acknowledge 
and  i-eceive  it  by  the  help  of  the  spirit  of  God  a8  the  only  nfle 
and  guide  in  faith  and  practice. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  TUK  CHURCH.

By  attending  as 
many  meetings  as  possible,  leading  in  p'uyer  or  giving  your 
testimony  occasionally ;  and  showing  sympathy  with  those 
around  you,  especially  strangers,  young  converts,  and  those 
in  trouble  of  any  kind 

2.  Put  forth  some  definite  effort  to  win  souls,  especially 
those  near  and  dear  to  you,  by  praying  constantlv  for  them, 
and  as  opportunity  oflFers,  speaking  to  them,  trying  to  bring 
them  to  the  services  and  to  the  Saviour. 

3.  Be  especially  careful  to  exhibit  a  Chri(|^like  characjt«r, 
not  only  in  the  services,  but  at  home,  at  work,  and  every- 
where. Be  good-tempered,  patient,  gentle,  kind,  loving. 
Even  if  you  don't  sav  much,  your  life  will  show  that  you  are 
loyal  to  Christ  and  devoted  to  His  service.
